“HARDIN”  is  doubtless  a  Gothic  word,  being  re¬ 
tained  with  only  circumstantial  differences  ill  el!  tin 
Gothic  dialects.  It  was  extremely  early  in  Eu  'oye. 

“HARDIN”  was  a  common  name  in  England  IdSG 
A.  I).,  for  at  that  time  Doomsbook,  in  vulgar  Dm  m, 
reports  Hardinus,  Hardine,  Hardincus  lilius  Elnodi, 
Hardingus  and  Hardingus  lilius  Ainodie  as  propr.et  >rs 
or  assignees  of  lands. 

The  orthography  of  Harding  was  adopted  in  about 
1000.  The  study  of  the  name  Ilard'ng  is  mtcre-ting 
and  it  is  typical  of  the  men  and  women  who  bear  it. 
Harding  means  “bold,  courageous,  daring  and  stoni- 
hearted.”  The  history  of  the  Hardings  (wno  came  to 
America  in  1GTD  is  one  of  daring  and  courage,  it  in 
the  story  of  the  pioneers  who  traveled  in  snail  ba.nl>. 
rifle  and  axe  in  band,  their  slender  out  tits  on  paeu 
horses,  penetrating  the  trackless  wilderms  to  win 
homes  for  themselves  and  their  progeny.  They  came 
by  the  indomitable  spirits  rightly,  tor  their  ;mo  on> 
were  pioneers  in  other  lands.  In  England,  back  in 

the  misty  days  between  the  advent  ol  Hongm  and 
Horsa  and  the  Norman  Conquest  tie-  )!•>•,  dm;  (:bit  s 
the  original  Anglo-Saxon  form)  bad  settl  'd  in  <  -got 
or  nine  localities,  giving  their  name  to  the  vil.agvs 
they  founded.  England  is  not  alone,  the  country  on 
which  they  left  their  mark.  In  France  there  is  the 
town  of  llardingen,  the  Danes  have*  a  Hardborg.  the 
Germans  llarburg  and  the  Dutch  Harden  nurg.  Seme', 
of  illustrious  men  across  the  ocean  have  borne  tne 
name,  Dol’d  Harding,  a  past  Viceroy  ot  In'.',  and 
Richard  Harding  Davis,  the  novelist  and  noted  news- 
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paper  correspondent  were  undoubtedly  members  of 
the  Harding  family  who’s  name  we  bear. 

We  Find  the  most  probable  source  of  the  present 
family  is  from  the  Hardings  reported  by  Burke  in 
his  “Handed  Gentry”  as  having  their  seat  at  Fpcott, 
near  Barnstable,  deriving  their  descent  from  Fritz 
Harding.  Of  this  family  was  the  learned  Thou.  Hard¬ 
ing,  I).l).  and  all  circumstances  tend  to  show  that 
from  this  family  came  also  William  Harding,  lather 
of  Mary  Harding,  who  as  Lady  Gorges  is  the  lirst  ot 
the  name  to  be  found  in  the  annals  of  early  colonial 
history,  consequently  believed  to  have  been  the  lirst 
Harding  on  American  soil.  She  with  her  husband, 
('apt.  (Sir)  Robert  Gorges,  Governor  General  of  the 
whole  country  with  the  grant  of  a  tract  of  land  four 
miles  wide  on  Massachusetts  Bay  and  extending  thirty 
miles  hack  into  the  interior,  arrived  in  August  of  1623.

At  the 
age  of  22,  or  in  1647,  he  left  his  home  in  Weymouth, 
England  and  joined  a  colony  who  were  migrating  to 
America  to  the  settlements  established  by  Roger  Wil¬ 
liams  a  few  years  previous.  Stephen  Harding  was  a 
blacksmith  by  trade.  He  died  February  20,  16!>S.  His 
children  as  far  as  can  be  learned  from  the  public 
records,  were:

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THE  WYOMING  MASSACRE 

11  Stephen  Harding,  soil  of  *5  Captain  Stephen 
Harding  was  horn  in  Warwick,  K.  I.,  in  172:1.  Ho  mar¬ 
ried  Amy  Gardner  in  17  IN  and  in  the  following  year 
they  settled  at  Cloehester,  Conn.,  where  his  children 
were  horn  in  1771,  and  just  prior  to  the  Revolu¬ 
tion,  hi*,  with  several  other  Harding  families  pushed 
westward  and  settled  in  the  Wyoming  Valley  of 
Pennsylvania,  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Susittiehannnh 
River,  in  what  is  now  Hxter,  Lucerne  County.  At  the 
t  ine  of  the  Wyoming  Massacre  on  .July  2,  177S,  Captain 

Stephen  Harding  was  in  command  of  Fort  .Jenkins 
which  suffered  the  lirst  attack.  It  was  near  Imre  that 
a  group  of  Hardings  met  unflinchingly  the  supreme 
test.  Following  is  the  story  of  tie*  horrible  event: 

“Thiee  days  before  the  Massacre,  a  small  party  ot 
settlers  uf  men  and  hoys  left  Fort  .tonkins,  which  stood 
a  ii*w  miles  up  the  Susp uolia n nu h  river,  and  had  gone' 
to  the'  corn  held  of  Stephen  Harding,  Jr.,  to  hoe  his 
corn.  The  party  was  composed  of  Renjamin  Harding, 
Stukelv  Harding  and  Stephen  .Jr.,  whose  father,  Cap¬ 
tain  Stephen  Harding,  was  in  command  of  Fort 
Jenkins.  Two  Tory  scouts  saw  the  party  at  work  and 
cairiod  on  the  news  to  an  advanced  guard  of  Col. 
John  lhttler’s  hand  of  Rangers,  Tories  and  Indians 
which  were  terrorizing  the  surrounding  country.  On 
the  way  back  to  the  Fort  the  party  was  ambushed 
and  overwhelmed  by  the  Indians.  John  Gardner,  a 
cousin  of  the  Hardings,  was  carried  off  and  died  in 
captivity.  The  others  were  all  killed,  with  the  exception 
of  young  Stephen  Harding,  who  escaped  into  the  deep 
woods  and  made  his  way  back  to  the  Fort  with  the 
terrible  tidings. 

“Remember  t he*  fate  of  the  Hardings",  was  the 
cry  which  rang  through  the  valley  as  201)  settlers 
sallied  forth  from  Forty  Fort,  three  days  later  to 
avenge  the  death  of  their  comrades.  That  same*  day 
they  met  the  British  and  Senecas,  a  force  nearly  three 
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times  their  number.  A  fearful  struggle  look  place. 
The  handful  of  pioneers  fought  bravely,  but  the  odds 
were  too  great.  One  by  one  they  fell.  The  bodies  of 
these  gallant  men  were  taken  to  a  burying  ground  near 
Jenkins’  Ferry  and  interred.  Over  their  graves  to  this 
day,  a  slab  bears  this  phrase: 

SWEET  BE  THE  SHEEP  OF  THOSE 
WHO  PREFER  DEATH  TO  SLAVERY 
Captain  Stephen  Harding  died  October  11,  1*ST

Mr.  Harding  was  a  farmer  by  occupation  and 
owned  a  sixty  acre  tract  adjoining  the  old  homestead 
on  tin*  east.  He  was  also  a  veterinary  surgeon  and 
enjoyed  a  large  practice  in  the  community  where  he 
lived.  On  January  30,  ISOS,  Mrs.  Harding  died  at  the 
age  of  G3  years.  3  months.  She  was  born  October  31, 
lSR  I .  and  was  just  ten  days  older  than  her  husband. 
After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Mr.  Harding  moved  to 
Corunna,  Indiana  where  he  continued  his  veterinary 
piactioe  until  he  was  stricken  with  paralysis.  For  live 
weeks  he  laid  in  a  helpless  semi-conscious  condition, 
and  on  April  2,  1  Rut)  he  passed  away,  aged  7  1  years,  1 
months  and  23  days.
